Charles E. Merriam, professor of po- 


IJtical science in the University of 
Chicago and a member of the Chicago 
City Council, recently delivered an ad- 
dress on citizenship, an inspiring dem- 
ocratic message.

jects and only a few were citizens. Citi- 
y.enship was a right greatly prized by 
those who were fortunate enough to 
obtain it.

ject or slave and gave him a civil dig- 
nity and pjivileges of great import- 
ance. Restn'ctions 
upon 
citizenship 


were gradually broken down in the 
course of lime. 


Citizenship is easy to cast off and 


oasy to acquire, among the western 
nations at least. Place of nativity has 
ceased to be the main door to citizen- 
ship, and the distinction between citi- 
zen" and subject has been swept away 
by the democratic tide. 


The ease with which citizenship is 


obtained and the universal possession 
ol ir have destroyed the exclusive 
charac-teiistics which it once possess- 
ed There is danger that the duties 
and obligations of citizenship will be 
neglected' or despised. When citizen- 
shfp was something *.o be "bought with 
a great price." the incidents of thr 
new relation were r-arefully weighted 


considered. When it come* with-j 


the individuals who constitute a com- 
monwealth find that thetask of attend- 
ing to their own political affairs is too 
difficult or irksome, or discover other 
occupations more pleasant or more; 
profitable, then others take up the task, 
and self-government actually, if not in j 
form, ceases.

The greatst grafter is the citizen! 


who claims and exercises the rights 
and privileges of citizenship but will 
assume none of its obligations. Wit- 
ness the man who will not register lest 
his name may be drawn as a juror; 
the man who will not vote; the man 
who will not perform his plain politi- 
cal duty lest his business be affected. 
These men are civic traitors. They 
betray not only the living, but genera- 
tions of the past ana future.

public opinion, which, for practical 
effect, require wise and vigorous ad- 
ministration. Efficient administration 
is, however, a result of sustained and 
persistent general Interest and de- 
mand, and where interest can be arous- 
ed only with great difficulty and un- 
der unusual conditions, the necessary 
attention to public administration is 
lacking. The average citizen pins his 
faith to a law and ignores the value of 
public administration. Jt is easier to 
arouse 1000 men to demand a law than 
to interest one in its practical admin- 
istration. 


Governmental act'on is really deter- 


mined, however, not by the enthusi- 
asm and excifement of crisis, but by 
the level of the everyday interest of 
the average man. 


Oincinnatus. having served the state, 


could return to his neglected plow.

Hundreds of com- 
munities , which have been striving 
vainly for years for interurban trolley- 
lines, now find themselves well satis- 
fied with an automobile stage line, 
which possesses many palpable ad~ 
vantages. This class of travel is also 
growing so fast that the great facto- 
ries, with" all their facilities, are un- 
able to keep up with the demand for 
these vehicles. 


These are the reasons why tiie 


Pennsylvania 
Motor 
Federation, 


through its Good Roads committee, 
has taken practical charge of. the 
campaign for Good Roads in Pennsyl- 
vania. Its officials worked for Good. 
Roads laws in 1907 and 1909 in the 
Legislature; and were on hand la 
1911 when the splendid Sproul State 
Highway law was enacted and the 
constitutional amendment was launch- 
ed on its course, and were again, in. 
evidence before the Legislature o£ 
1913, for tlie repassage of-the amend- 
ment resolutions, all of -which pla^s 
were successfully carried through.
